ROAD  TAX  BY-LAW. 

— 

WHEREAS  BY  AN  ACT  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  passed  in 
the  Forty-fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled  the  “Municipality  Act  of 
1881”  and  Amending  Acts,  the  Corporation  is  author- 
ized to  pass  a By-Law  for  raising  within  the  Munici- 
pality for  their  uses  such  sums,  by  way  of  Road  Tax, 
not  exceeding  in  the  whole  two  dollar s per  head  per 
annum. 

Therefore,  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  enact  as  follows : 

1.  There  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected,  from 
all  male  persons  resident  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
of  New  Westminster,  above  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
and  from  all  persons  owning  property  within  the 
limits  of  the  said  City,  and  being  resident  within  the 
said  City  for  each  and  every  year,  the  sum  of  two  dol- 
lars, as  a Municipal  Road  Tax.  And  such  tax  shall 
become  due  and  payable  to  the  Collector  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  New  Westminster,  on  the  1st 
day  of  May  in  each  year. 


2.  Tho  term  “resident’’  shall  mean  any  person  who 
has  been  in  the  said  < 'ity  for  thirty  days  previous  to 
any  demand  being  made  on  him  lor  the  raid  Load 
Tax.

all  Homestead  Rights  in  British  Columbia  will  be 
subject. 

The  sections  of  the  Dominion  Lands  Act  which 
which  govern  Homestead  Rights  are  published  in  the 
British  Columbia  Gazette  of  this  day’s  date. 

The  privilege  of  pre-empting  land  adjoining  land 
held  by  Homestead  Right  will,  however,  not  be  granted 
in  British  Columbia ; and  it  must  therefore  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  pre-emption  provisions  of  the  Do- 
minion Lands  Act  will  not  be  made  applicable  to  the 
Dominion  Lands  in  British  Columbia. 

Due  notice  will  be  given  when  the  Dominion  Lands 
in  the  several  Districts  are  respectively  open  to  Home- 
stead Entry,  and  of  the  appointment  of  Local  Agents, 
before  whom  the  affidavits  prescribed  in  section  29  of 
the  Dominion  Lands  Act  are  to  be  made.

Homestead  Rights. 

27 . Any  person,  male  or  female,  who  is  the  sole 
head  of  a family,  or  any  male  who  has  attained  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  shall,  on  making  application  in 
the  form  A in  the  schedule  to  this  Act,  be  entitled  to 
obtain  homestead  entry  for  any  quantity  of  land  not 
exceeding  one  quarter  section,  and  being  of  the  class 
of  land  open,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  to 
homestead  entry. 

2.  Such  person  shall  also,  in  connection  with  such 
homestead  entry,  be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  ob- 
taining at  the  same  time,  but  not  at  a later  date,  a 
pre-emption  entry  for  an  adjoining  unoccupied  quarter 
section,  or  part  of  a quarter  section,  of  land  of  the 
said  class. 

3.  The  entry  for  a homestead  and  for  its  attached 
pre-emption,  if  any,  shall  entitle  the  recipient  to  take 
occupy  and  cultivate  the  land  entered  for,  and  hold 
possession  of  the  same  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other 
person  or  persons  whomsoever,  and  to  bring  and  main- 
tain actions  for  trespass  committed  on  the  said  land  ; 
the  title  to  the  land  shall  remain  in  the  Crown  until 
the  issue  of  the  patent  therefor,  and  the  said  land 
shall  not  be  liable  to  be  taken  in  execution  before  the 
issue  of  patent : 

4.  The  privilege  of  homestead  and  pre-emption  entry 
shall  only  apply  to  surveyed  agricultural  lands  ; no 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  such  entry  for  land  valuable 
for  its  timber,  or  for  hay  land,  or  for  land  on  which 
there  is  a stone  or  marble  quarry , or  coal  or  other 
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mineral  having  commercial  value,  or  whereon  there  is 
any  water  power  which  may  serve  to  drive  machinery, 
or  for  land  which,  by  reason  of  its  position,  such  as 
being  the  shore  of  an  important  harbour,  bridge  site 
or  canal  site,  or  being  either  an  actual  or  prospective 
railway  terminus  or  station,  it  will  be  in  the  public 
interest  to  withhold  from  such  entry. 

28.  Whenever  the  survey  of  any  township  has  been 
finally  confirmed  and  such  township  opened  for  home-

him,  may  order  a division  thereof  in  such  manner  as 
shall  preserve  to  each  of  them  as  far  as  practicable, 
bis  improvements;  and  the  Minister  may,  at  liis  dis- 
cretion, direct  that  what  the  land  so  allotted  to  each 
of  them  may  be  deficient  of  a quarter  section  shall  be 
made  up  from  unoccupied  land  adjoining,  if  there  be 
any  such  of  the  class  open  to  homestead  entry.

33.  At  the  expiration  of  three  years  from  the  date 
of  his  perfecting  his  homestead  entry,  the  settler,  or 
in  case  of  ltis  death,  his  legal  representatives,  upon 
proving  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Local  Agent,  that 
lie,  or  they,  or  some  of  them  have  resided  upon  and 
cultivated  the  land  during  the  said  term  of  three  years, 
shall  lie  entitled  to  a patent  for  the  land,  provided 
such  proof  is  accepted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Do- 
minion Lands,  or  the  Land  Board : Provided  also,  that 
the  patent  therefor  shall  not  issue  to  any  person  not 
then  a subject  of  Her  Majesty  by  birth  or  naturaliza- 
tion :
